Dickerson, alleged murderer of Mrs. 
Katherine Hughes, at Cooperdale, Co- 
shocton county, on Tuesday morning, 
is now charged with her murder in an 
affidavit filed in Coshocton yesterday 
afternoon: 
The arraignment of Dick- 


erson in court is expected today. The 
prisoner protests his innocence 
and 


has secured able legal counsel. Large 
numbers of residents and citizens of 
Cooperdale were in Coshocton 
last 


night and mob violence was feared. 


Simon Hughes, husband of the mur- 


dered woman, went to Coshocton yes- 
terday afternoon ' in company 
with 


Silas Ogle, and at •" o'clock accompa- 
nied Prosecutor Glenn to 'Squire M. 
W. Wimmer's office, where 
an 
affi- 


davit was filed charging 
Dickerson 


with murder in the first degree, by 
striking Mrs. Hughes on the head with 
a blunt instrument and seizing and 
pressing her neck, and choking, suffo- 
cating and strangling her. 


Submitting to an interview in Co- 


shocton yesterday afternoon, Hughes 
told the following: 


"I believe tonight" will end it," he 


said. "They are all excited down in 
my neighborhood and if-. I said- the 
word I believe they would come here 
after me. I believe it 
would 
have 


been ended yesterday 
if 
Dickerson 


J.ad 
stayed home. 


"My wife was deathly afraid of the 


man, and often told me she was afraid 
to go anywhere for fear he would kill 
her. as ho had often threatened to do. 
He was mad at her for talking, but 
the poor little woman only told the 
truth about him. Ke was trying to 
put the blame of burning our house 
upon her. 


"We never spoke until after our 


house was burned. Then he came over 
and made up and gave us ?2 to help 
us along. Saturday he got mad again 
and when I passed him I barely spoke 
to him. I saw him again Tuesday and 
asked him what made him act so 
strange. 


"My little boy saw him jump out of 


the bushes and-onto the fence when 
my wife was going with her pillow 
slips. I believe he would have killed 
her then if he hadn't seen the 
boy. 


No, I don't believe he tried to commit 
any other crime upon her. I think he 
just wanted to.kill her." 


Ben Dickerson is not a bad looking 


man. He has, in fact, nothing evil in 
his countenance, and protests his in- 
nocence with vehemence. He has re- 
tained Hon. John C. Adams as 
his 


defense.

Sketch of Hay's Career. 


John Hay was born in Salem, Ind., 


of Scotch ancestry. Oct. 8. 18^8; grad- 
uated at Brown university in 1858. 
and then studied law at Springfield, 
111., where he' became acquainted with 
Abraham Lincoln. He was taken into 
the latter's law office, and in 18G1 
was admitted to practice in the su- 
preme court of Illinois. He accompa- 
nied President-elect Lincoln on his 
memorable journey to Washington, 
and served as his assistant 
private 


secretary until his (Lincoln's) death, 
with the exception of a brief interval, 
during which he served as adjutant 
and aid-de-camp to the president, and 
of £. few months when he served in 
the army under Generals Hunter and 
Gilmore. 
In the latter capacity he 


rose to the rank of major, and was 
subsequently 
brevettad 
lieutenant 


colonel and colonel. 


After Mr. Lincoln's death he went 


to Paris as secretary of legation, 
which position he held for three 
vears; he then served for more than 
a year as secretary of legation and 
iharpe d'affaires at Vienna, and after 
a short interval went in the same ca- 
pacity to Madrid, v. here he remained 
for another year. 


From 1870 to 3875 he was an edi- 


torial writer on the New York Trib- 
une, 
and for a short time acted as 


editor-in-chief of that journal. In the 
meantime he had married the daugh- 
ter of Amana S ton ft of Homeland, O. 
From 1870 to 18S1 he served un-ier 
President Hayps as first assistant sec- 
retary of state. 
He then was again

in 
literary pursuits ur.'i! 


March 19. ISO", when he was appoint- 
ed by Preridrnt McKinlcy amba--a- 
dor 
to 
G"eat 
Britain, to succeed 


Thomas F. Bayard. 


On Sept. 20. 1S08, h« was appointed 


secretary of state to snicc^d William 
R. Day, who had just resigned. 
His 


greatest diplomatic achievement was 
the maintenance of the "open-door" 
policy ia China and the consfquent 
postponement of the threatened dis- 
memberment of that nation.

St. Louis, July 1—In the reco\ery of 


Peter Eidam who is no\v almost in con- 
dition to be discharged from thj City 
Hospital, the physicians of that insti- 
tution believe they have the first case 
on record where a person has lived and 
regained -strength after the pulse ha-i 
stopped beating for four or five min- 
utes, and the physicians had pronounc- 
ed the patient dead. 


Eideam tried to commit suicide in 


Lower Grove park by shooting. It was 
found that the bullet had struck the 
greater part of the bone, through the 
diaphragm and imbedding it in the 
spleen, necessitating the removal of 
that organ. 


In the case of the operation per- 


formed, it was discovered thai, owing 
lo injury to Eidam's spleen, this veins 
were almost entirely bloodless, while 
the abdominal cavity was filled with 
blood. 
Suddenly, while the operation 


was in progress, the hospital physician 
who was administering the anesthetic 
to Eidam, and who kept a finger on his 
pulse, said: "The 'heart has stopped 
beating.'' 


This proved to be the case. .There 


was absolutely no pulse, and after a 
moment or two had passed another of 
the physicians said: 
"The man is 


dead." 


Two of the assistant physicians left 
10 operating room. The operating phy- 
ician and the physician who had ad- 
linistered the anesthetic 
remained, 


owever, and worked, hoping against 
ope, to restore the patient 
to life, 


easoning that the case might be one 
f suspended animation. Artificial scs- 
h-ation, by means of working the 
rms upward and downward, was re- 
orted to and 450 cubic centimeters of 
alt water solution, a -powerful heart 
timulant, were injected into Eidam's 
niseular tissue. The abdominal ca,v- 
y was also washed out with the salt 
olution. 
When between four and five min- 
tes had passed without a heart beat 
cing perceptible, there was a faint 
cnvulsion of Bidam's .body.

he physicians triumphantly. "He is 
oming back to life." 
And so it proved. By sure but slow 
cgrees Eidam manifested increasing 
is*ns of animation., his pulse beating 
"first so feebly that it could scarcely 
jc felt, and his breathing so light as 
larclly to show against a mirror.

sion as to how Mr. Parker

It was too far to walk, and if 
he were to have a chair carried 
by 


coolies the natives 
would be shy, 


thinking him an official. 
Riding a 


pony was dangerous, as roads are bad 
and a fall always possible, but that 
mode was decided upon. Dr. Johnson 
providing a boy's saddle, and Mrs. 
Johnson a saddle blanket made from 
a red-fringed table cloth. Dr. Johnson 
says: "Mr. Parker took off his coat 
as soon as we left the city and rode 
in front, a picture I shall not soon 
forget! A stout man in shirt sleeves, 
almost as broad of beam- as the pony 
was long, on a boy's saddle with stir- 
rups almost touching the ground, 
a 


big white helmet above, a bright red 
table cloth 
below, a little 
Korean 


pony led 
by 
a 
bare-headed, 
bare- 


footed boy! It is worthy of note that 
everywhere along the road the man 
and the pony caparisoned with the red 
fringe excited much admiration." 


A stop was made for the night at 


a 
Buddhist 
monastery. 
"Buddhist 


temples in Korea," says Dr. Johnson, 
"are always delightfully located high 
up among the hills, surrounded 
by 


woods and by springs of pure water. 
They are open to all 
travelers 
or 


passers by, and being almost always 
free from insects, in marked contrast 
to the wayside inns, their spare rooms 
are 
generally 
full. 
Four 
or 
five 


shaven monks met us at the gate, an.d 
with clasped 
hands 
bowed to 
the 


ground in welcome. We were escorted 
to a room where we had supper, eat- 
ing the food we had brought with us. 
The priests supply trailers with rice 
and vegetables at a very 
moderate 


charge, and ask 
nothing for 
their 


rooms. 
We inquired 
when services 


were held. But once a day in 
the 


morning, we were told. How 
many 


priests connected with the monastery? 
Twenty-five, but only six now there. 
The rest were traveling and engaged 
in business at various market places. 
It is customary for priests to engage 
in business and many of them 
are 


away from their temples much. Ex- 
cept 
on special days, 
one in 
the 


spring and one in the fall, Buddhist 
monasteries are almost without wor- 
shippers, except 
near 
the 
capital, 


Seoul, where the king gives large do 
nations to some of the temples, anci 
I am told the worshippers are numer- 
ous." 


Dr. Johnson is doing medical work 


in 
Korea 
under the 
Presbyterian 


Board of Foreign Missions. 
On this 


trip he went to market 
day 
in 
a 


town. There are no stores, and 
all 


business is transacted then. Dr. John-; 
son says: "We took our box of books 
and drugs, spread our straw mat, and 
soon had 
a curious crowd 
around. 


The' case of instruments and the tooth 
forceps excited much comment. I in- 
vited all who had aching teeth to come 
forward and have them pulled without 
charge. 
Many responded, 
and 
the 


crowd, with jokes and laughter at the 
patients,-got much fun out of it. 
I 


also saw a number of sick 
people, 


some of whom were there given medi- 
cine .and others, requiring operation 
or prolonged treatment, were directed 
to go to the dispensary at Taiku. The 
last patient I saw was a poor leper 
with face and hands thickly swollen 
and red. He had a front tooth which 
projected back so as to render it al 
most impossible for him to close his 
mouth firmly in eating. He implored 
me to pull it for him, without touch- 
ing him more than with three fingers 
on the temple. 
Some thought I was 


in danger of infection, but I washed 
in the sand of a neighboring stream. 
A foreigner is in more danger from 
malaria or typhoid than from lepro- 
sy. The latter is not particularly con- 
tagious here when ordinary precau 
tions are taken.

Mr. Wehrle stated ^hat it is true

He stated ftirther that this action on 
"he part of the company 
was made 


necessary because ot rhe attitude of 
•jhe striking •polishers, about a hun- 
Ired in number, who went out. June 1. 
who since then have constantly picket- 
ed the works and prevented men who 
.vere anxious to do so from going to 
work in that departnifrr. 
The strik- 


ing polishers every morning, noon and 
night have congregate!! at all the en- 
trances to the works, in large num- 
bers, and have assaulted 
and beaten 


men who were working in Hie polish- 
ing department, have followed them 
along the streets, hooting at them, call- 
ing them "scabs" and otherwise mis- 
treating them. 


Mr. Wehrle further stated that he 


had sought police .prelection from the 
authorities but that they had failed to 
furnish it. That on account of the in- 
creased 
and increasing lawlessness 


and the injuries that have been inflict- 
ed the 
necessity of Diking this ac- 


pany's inability to protect them it was 
determined to close the works. Mr.

tural, live stock and meat producing 
interests of the whole country are pre- 
paring for a National reciprocity con- 
ference 
at Chicago, broader in its 


scope and of farther reaching import- 
ance than any similar meeting ever 
held in the .United 'States. Former 
Senator W. A. Harris, of Kansas, con- 
spicuously identified with the 
live 


stock interests of the West, is in Wash- 
ington to promote 
the 
conference, 


which will meet August 15. The move- 
ment was inaugurated 
at Chicago 


about a week ago at a meeting be- 
tween representatives of the National 
Live Stock Association, the Shorthorn 
Breeders' Association of America, the 
National Live Stock Exchange, the 
Chicago Commercial Association, the 
Illinois 
Manufacturers' 
Association, 


the National Grange, the Millers' Fed- 
eration, the Chicago Board of Trade, 
the Agricultural Implement Manufac- 
turers' Association, and other similar 
business organizations. These various 
bodies are represented-on a committee 
of arrangements, with headquarters in 
Chicago. 


"There is not a scintilla of politics in 


the movement," said Senator Harris. 
"The sole purpose is to ,be ready to ef- 
fectively meet the combined commer- 
cial assault of the world on the United 
States. We must find foreign markets 
for our enormously increased and rap- 
idly increasing productions in all lines, 
or face one of the greatest periods of 
commercial stagnation in our history. 
We are being shut out of the continent 
of Europe and in a little while, unless 
something is done to bring about a 
change, our only customer in that part
